still lingers today.

things are going wrong. 


In those facets of his personality 


ie the mystery in DiMaggio. When 
another ball player is in a slump, 
ie babbles to reporters about ilie 
•easons. the cures. DiMaggio just 
iroods, and occasionally snaps at 
inquiring writers. 


You could say he's just a .nasty 


:ustomer. But that is not true. 
That brooding, that unwillingness 
':o make table talk about a batting 
slump is the key to Joe DiMaggio's 
greatness. For he is a team .plsyer 
above all. He hates 
the 
world 


when he is not doing the team any 
good. 


When he was benched last week, 


'or the first time in his career, he 
;aid, "the way I've been going I 
Jidn't belong in there, I haven't 
been doing myself or anybody else 
any good out there." 


When he brooded to an almost 


nasty degree about being dropped 
Jut' of the cleanup batting order, 
ie said, "I follow orders, break no 
rules and do my best to respond 
to all that is asked of me. That's 
all. 


When sym p a t h i z i n g writers 


urged him to snap out of his glum- 
ness, to be a bit more pleasant 
lest a wave of bad publicity brand 
him as unduly resentful, he said,
